Oeatli as It Cauie to People In Many 
Ways the Country Over on 
xlmerica's ]%^atal Day. 


ALBANY, N . Y., July 5.—Willie Red- 
mond, a four year old boy, was blasted 
so badly with powder that he has lost 
the sight of one eye, and will lose the 
Sight of the other. 
He was leaning over 
a can of powder yesterday, when some- 
body threw a cracker in it and it ex- 
ploded. 
The right eye was torn from 
the socket and the left eye was so badly 
lacerated that the physicians have little 
hope of saving it. The boy raves in 
deKrium but .will probably 
recover. 
Katie Ringerlander, aged two years, 
died this morning from the effect of a 
pistol ball wound in the abdomen. The 
child was standing on the sidewalk last 
night when three young men, at pres- 
ent unknown, came along. 
One of 
these drew a revolver and pointing it at 
the child, said "run now." The order 
was not obeyed, and the fellow fired. 
A physician was called and found that a 
32-caliber ball had entered the child's 
abdomen.

John Kother, accompanied by three 
children, was on her way lo the fair 
grounds yesterday when she discovered 
her dress to be on fire. Crazed by 
fright she ran back and forth in the 
street, and before relief came, was 
burned almost to a crisp.

CBICAGO, July 5.—While returning 
on a Santa Fe train yesterday afternoon 
from a picnic at Columbia park, Frank 
Lütgen, who was partly intoxicated, be- 
came involved in a quarrel with David 
Welch, a saloon keeper, during which 
Lütgen was shot through the stomach 
and almost instantly killed.

Chaix'Miau Michenex* Talks of the Re- 
publican Oatlierins. 


(Incllauapolis News) 
Another sixty days will probably see 
both rej)ublican and democratic state 
tickets nominated and the campaign of 
this "off year" fairly inaugurated. 


"The date of this state republican 
convention has not yet been decided 
upon," said Chairman Michener of the 
state central committee, this morning. 
"I should say any time between the 
middle of August and the tenth of Sep- 
tember would be good enough." 


As the democratic convention is set 
for August 28, this answer threw no 
light upon the question which many 
persons are asking, via: Will the re- 
publican convention be hold before or 
after the assembling of the democratic 
convention? 
Upon his attention being 
called to the unsatisfactory nature of 
his answer, Mr. Michener said; 


"There is nothing in the advantages, 
so called, of holding our convention be- 
fore or after theirs. 
It positively makes 
no difference. 
Such members of the re- 
publican committee as I have con- 
versed with upon 
the subject have 
agreed with me that any time between 
the middle of August and September 10 
will be satisfactory." 


So far as now clearly announced, re- 
publican candidates for state offices are: 
For secretary. Senator O. Z. Hubbell, 
of Elkhart; for auditor, A. E. Nowland, 
of 
Lawrenceburg; Wm. 
Hazen, of 
Wabash, and Aaron Jones, of South 
Bend; for treasurer, Norman S. Byram, 
of Indianapolis, and Captain James 
Henry, of Gosport; for attorney gen- 
eral, Martin W. Fields, of Princeton, 
and John W. Lovett, of Anderson; for 
clerk, of the supreme court, Wm.

Cassava. 


T h e eatable part of the cassava 
is 
i h j 
roots, which grov.- from three to tive feet 
long aud from three to four inches in di- 
ameter. 
The appearance of a broken 
root is enticing, resembling a huge pink 
radisli. 
When eateu#-aw they have a pe- 
culiar nutty 
flavor. 
Cassava is used iu 
all kinds of j>astrv, in a grated state, tised 
to 
stiffen 
cakes, 
j)uddings,' custards; 
mixed with equal 
])ro]>ortion of 
corn 
meal and made into fritters, it has the 
flavor of fried oysters. 
The stalk attains 
to the size of a small tree or large bush. 
"We cut the stalks in pieces four inches 
long and set four feet apart in the row. 
The bush is an ornament to any garden. 
For cattle, hogs, sheep and poultry it is 
very line. 
Ibjgs Avill (juit corn for it and 
thrive and fatten very fast.

tubers will not keep a week in open air.

A layer of stalks 
and a layer of sand are placed on top of 
one another until a rather steep bank is 
made, and then we place a shed over that 
to keep off the rain. 
It needs a certain 
amount of dampness, but not too much. 
I candidly believe that there is no other 
single article of food on the face of the 
globe that will go further toward sus- 
taining animal life than the cassava, and 
there is nothing of the root crop that 
will outyield 
it.—[New Orleans Pi<ja- 
yune.

Tokio, says the Cincinnati Inquirer, 
has the police force of the world, and its 
members are the best men in 
all the 
country. 
It is not because the Japanese 
are not criminals. 
X o country on the 
face of the globe has more plenteous 
crime nor is more versatile in the ways it 
is committed. 
But the police have so 
completely 
the 
pedigree, 
record 
and 
whereabouts of every man, woman and 
child who Avas ever born or landed in 
Japan at their fingers ends, aud their con- 
duct from day to day, that it would be 
truly easier for the arch-nihilist of Russia 
to escape all police surveillance than it 
would be 
for 
the 
most iusigniiicant, 
petty, Japanese sneak thief to escape it 
for a day. 


A strong suspect of the gravest crime 
is often discharged simply to be watched, 
and while he is not shadowed or even 
followed about from place to place by 
police agents, yet the eye of the police is 
never off him for a moment, and the 
record of his conduct is as complete in 
the chief's office at Tokio as is that of 
the most closely shadowed of Paris's sus- 
pects in the centraj office of that mys- 
terious coi-])s of officers known as the 
French 
police.

At the age of twenty-one years Will- 
iam Cull en Bryant was Heensed to 
j)ractice law in tlie courts of Massa- 
I chusetts. I t was not the calling for

i too shy and sensitive for the life of con- 
flict 
by which lawyers wdn fame and 
fortune; b u t law seemed to him the 
readiest means of earning his bread, 
while literature, to which h e would 
gladly have devoted himself, offered 
him the scantiest support. 


While h e and his father and t h e 
other members of the family were dis-, 
I cussing where h e should nail u p t h e 
sign of "William C. Bryant, Attorney 
at L a w , " he walked over the hills to 
Plainfield, a small village four or five 
miles distant from Cummiugton, where 
his father resided. 
The motive for the 
journf^- was to see what inducements 
the village offered for the practice of 
Ms jDrofesslon. 


He felt "very forlorn and desolate," 
for the world seemed dark and his fu- 
ture uncertain..

Mr. Bigelow's "Life of Bryant," to 
which we are indebted for the story of 
the poem's origin, rJso tells an anec- 
dote illustrative of the admiration it 
excited in England. 


Once, when the late Matthew Arnold 
was in this country, he was visiting at 
a home where Mr. Parke Godwin, Mr. 
Bryant's son-in-lav\-, hapjsened to spend 
an evening. 
In the course of tlie con- 
versation Mr. Arnold took up a vol- 
ume of Mr. Bryant's poem from tlie 
table, and, turning to Mr. Godwin, 
said: 


"This is ilie American poet." And, 
after a pause, he continued: 
"When I 
first 
heard of him, Hartley Coleridge 
—we were both lads then—came into 
my father's house one afternoon con- 
siderably 
excited, 
a n d exclaimed, 
'Matt, do you want to hear the best 
.short poem in the English language ?' 


" 'Paith, Hartley, I do,' was my re- 


piy- 


"He then read a poem, ' To a "W ater- 
fowl,' in his best manner, and he was 
a good reader. As soon as he had done 
he asked, 'What do you think of that ?' 


" 'I am not sure but what you are 
right. Hartley. Is that your father's? ' 
was my reply. 


" ' No,' he rejoined; ' father has writ- 
ten 
nothing 
like 
that.' 
Some days 
after he might be heard muttei'ing to 
himself: 


"The desert and illimitable air 
Lone wandering, but noL lost." 


Yet this poom, which many persons 
deem t h e best the poet ever w^rote, 
slept for three years in the author's 
portfolio, neither read, seen, nor even 
heard of by any other living soul.—

In traveling with dog teams in t h e 
winter season, it is cpstomary to make 
deposits, or «-aches, of food along the 
way for the use of the dogs on the re- 
turn journey.

A danger escaped often alarms far 
more than one endured.

"Among 
the 
Selkirk 
Glaciers" contains the description of a 
narroAV escape in their icy fastnesses: 


As we descended t h e glacier, Ave 
stopped, when Ave h a d accomplished 
five hundred feet, to take a reading of 
the thermometer, and found that the 
temperature Avas eight degrees lower 
than a t t h e summit 
of t h e pass. 
F u r t h e r down it felt still colder. O u r 
tracks were quite visible till we came 
to a steep part of the glacier, where 
the snoAv was bloAvn off the ice, and 
numerous crev'asses stood wide open. 
Finally Ave reached a natural gateway 
in t h e cliff, and quitted the glacier. 
Then came t h e descent along the top 
of the moraine, and down to its loAver 
termination. 


The ice of the main glacier had been 
bi'okeu 
down t h e moraine, and some 
crevasses 
formed regular ice caves, 
easv of access. 
Not wishing to get our 
clothes wet, as "^e b a d no way of f r y - 
ing them, and needing them to sleep in 
at night, we proposed sleeping in one 
of these ice caves, and giving t h e 
weather a chance to clear. 


W e Ajvere, of course, aware of the 
danger of stpnes falling from the' ice 
above, so no doubt t h e idea was totally 
lacking in that - prtidenee -with which 
the traveler should always b e equipped. 
However, we got our lesson. 


We had just diverged from our 
track, and were making our way over 
some debris to get to the cave, when 
crash! came down ten tons of rocks and 
ice from the glacier above, right across, 
its mouth.

If we had been ten yards further I

The Wonderful Development of the West. 


N a little pam- 
phlet styled''The 
^Industrial West" 
p t h e following in- 
teresting 
statis- 
tics appear: At 
the beginning of 
1890 the trailroad 
freight cars em- 
ployed in trans- 
porting merchan- 
dise in the United 
States numbered 
over one million, 
or more than suf- 
ficient 
c a r s t o 
form a continuous train reaching from 
New York to San Francisco and back 
again. 
The passenger, baggage and 
mail cars together numbered nearly 
thirty thousand, or enough to form a 
train nearly four hundred miles long, 
while t h e locomotives, tMrfcy thousand 
in number, if coupled together, would 
form another single train 350 miles 
long. 
T h e output of coal in t h e 
United States in 1889 can be estimated 
at more than 140,000,000 tons, or more 
than sufficient to load a coal train tAvice 
encircling t h e globe. 
T h e United 
States and Great Britain each mine a 
little 
more than one-quarter of t h e 
world's total output.. To illustrate tlie 
rapid 
settlement 
of the Western 
States, it may be instanced that in the 
four years ending Avith 1889, inclusive, 
public lands equal in the aggregate to 
the size of the State of Pennsylvania 
haA'e been homesteaded. 
The writer, 
Mr. Louis Jackson, thus concludes his 
imjiression of Western 
civilization. 
The impression left upon the mind of 
every student of Western life is, that 
its predominant spirit is energy direct- 
ed to a utilitarian end. I t s people 
haA^e solved the problem of conquering 
a wilderness, building a home and es- 
tablishing laAV and order. 


While its material progress is moA'ing 
onAvard with giant strides, t h e patient 
and unprejudiced onlooker cannot b u t 
discern that its moral progress is out- 
stripping it. Its public schools recog- 
nize education as a means directed to 
the developing of an intelligence that 
will fit the scholars for an adult life 
capable of self-direction and the duties 
of co-operative and respon-sible citizen- 
ship. 
There is less illiteracy in t h e 
West than in any other jiart of the 
AA'orld. 
Art, culture and refinement 
are making solid headAvay among t h e 
Western masses. 


The law of service returned for ser- 
vice rendered here 
permeates 
every 
phase of social and commercial 
life, 
and moral and material bankrujitcy is 
the sure fate of those Avho fail to com- 
ply with such inexorable conditions. 


The manufacturer or artisan who se- 
lects the West as his future home will 
find in it all the advantages of social 
existence. 
He sacrifices no iDrivileges, 
duties or resjjonsibilities as a citizen, 
as the conditions of government are the 
same. 
He Avill find greater scope for 
the creation of industrial wealth, and 
at the same time feel at home among 
a jieople Avho, like the best and great- 
est of our Avhole nation, in the North 
and in the South, in the East and in 
the West, aspire to make our country 
a 
moral 
poAver in t h e universe of 
nations that shall guide all mankind 
to social and ]iolitical redemption.

Prof, .(ieorge M. Searle lectured re- 
cently at the Catholic 
University, 
Wasliir.>gton, 1). C., on the moA-enients 
and physical 
apjiearanee of comets. 
He began, says the Star, by saving 
that the movements of the comets, so 
far from being erratic, as is commonly 
sujiposed, are perfectly definite, and 
their orbits are more easily calculated 
than those of the planets. 
The only 
reason Avhy they do not become mem- 
bers of our solar system is simply that 
they usually traA^el in a curve called a 
parabola, which is an indefinite curve in 
its own nature and never returns into 
itself. Comets in general are supposed 
to drop from space into the solar sys- 
tem, and, after passing around the sun, 
to leaA'e it neA-er tO return. 
There are 
some 
comets, 
hoAvever, 
Avhieh are 
permanent members of the solar sys- 
tem and are prolific. 
These are sup- 
posed to have been brought into the 
system by the disturbing action of one 
or more of the great jjlanets as they 
Avere entering or attempting to leave. 


An account Avas given of tïie remark- 
able comet of Lexell, Avhich Avas made 
a member of our system in 1767 by 
Jupiter as it Avas entering, probably 
for the first time. 
I t passed near the 
earth in 1770, and made ope complete 
reA'olution around the sun ; then, as it 
passed near Jupiter again, in 1779, it 
Avas caught by its influence and throAvn 
into a different orbit. 
What that orbit 
Avas Avas not known until last year, in 
Avhich the wanderer was again jiicked 
up and found to have probably been 
throAvn into a twenty-six year period 
by Jupiter in 1779, and, again meeting 
it in 1880, to have changed its period 
to one of eight years 
In that orbit it 
is noAV traveling, b u t pi-obably will un- 
dergo some further changes from its 
next meeting with Jupiter in 1923. 


He went on to de;?cril)e 
Donati's 
comet of 1858, the sjjecimen comet of 
this century, as far as regular deA'elop- 
ment was concerned, and one of the 
most beautiful that haA'e ever been 
seen, as many avIio are now liA'ing Avill 
remember. 
YieAVS of this comet Avere 
given in various stages of its develop- 
ment as it appears to the naked eye, 
and also as the head ajipears in the 
telescope. 
In the vieAvs of the latter 
the formation of the envelopes and of 
the tail was shown. 


The question of the jjhysical consti- 
tution of comets, as shoAvn by the spec- 
troscope, was then ' brought uii and 
illustrated by A'iews. The spectroscope, 
so far as observations have yet gone, 
shows principally in comets a gas sim- 
ilar to our illuminating gas. 
When 
they approach near the sun and are 
subjected to great heat thie spectrum 
lines of some metals appear, principal- 
ly sodium and magnesium and possibly 
iron. 
Views a a d descriptions 
were 
also given of the wonderful comet of 
1882, probably the most extraordinary 
that has appeared in modern times. 
The lecturer concluded with an allu- 
sion to the connection of comets with 
meteor streams^ 


A Cur» lor S^wintliie. 


A cnre for squinting, wlych is not so 
unsightly as the method a t present 
generally adopted—"black goggles with 
a hole in the center, is higlxly recom- 
mended. 
L e t the iierson aiflicted take 
any pair of spectacles that suit hia 
sight, or even plain glass, and in the 
center of one lens let him gum a small 
blue or black wafer (or spot of black 
photo varnish or Brunswick black), 
about the size of a ten cent piece. The 
result ia that the double imagé van- 
ishes, and the eye, without fatigue oi 
heat, is forced to look straight, and 
with time and patience is cured.—NexfJ

THE APTEBNOON GAME. 


T H E SHNTINEIÍ base ball reporter had 
another engagement for the afternoon 
and a message was sent from this office 
to the residence of the dramatic editor 
to attend League park and report the 
second game between the two clubs. 
He had never seen a professional game 
played in his life. 
He knew nothing 
about the rules of the game, the posi- 
tions of the players, base ball parlance— 
in fact, he was about as ignorant of 
knowing how to properly report a ball 
game as a 
preacher would 
be to 
give an account of a horse race, but 
he consented to act in the emergency, 
and this is the report of the game as he 
laid it upon the desk of our managing 
editor this morning: 


When I entered League park, a few 
moments after half past three o'clock, I 
thought the whole of Fort Wayne and 
the country adjoining had turned out 
to see the game. My ticket called for a 
seat in the grand stand, but I couldn't 
get in there, (so Louis Heilbroner told 
me,) because the place was full to over- 
flowing, and so I went over and stood 


np at fbe scorer's table -with *'Sandy*' 
Brnmmond. I knew "Sandy" was con- 
sidered a professional base ball reporter 
and my object in getting beside him 
was to get "points," for I knew I would 
need them in order to give a correct ac-! 
count of the game. 
I told "Sandy" 
what I wanted and he gave me a "score 
card," so he called it, and I got out my i 
pencil and commenced. The game had 
already began—the boys didn't wait 
until I got there. I don't know whether 
they do wait, as a rule, until newspaper 
men get there, but 1 know they didn't 
wait for me. "They are playing the sec- i 
ond inning, "Scorer McCarthy said to me. 
A fellow dressed in red, who stood in 
the center of a marked diamond, at 
three corners of which was a bag with a 
red-dressed fellow standing near each of i 
them, was trying to throw a ball so that ! 
a blue-coated fellow, who stood at the 
fourth comer of the diamond, could hit it 
with a club which he held in his hands. 
The thrower couldn't throw worth a 
cent, for the fellow couldn't hit it at all. 
I was waiting for him to hit it, for he 
was a big fellow and I knew he would 
send it over the fence. I got tired of 
watching him, however, and glanced 
around to see how much of a crowd WAS 
there. Heavens, what amass of people! 
It beat a circus all hollow. Every seat 
in three big stands was crowded and 
several undred people were standing 
up. 
"Must be an awful lot of base ball 
cranks in Fort Wayne," I said to J. C. 
Peltier, who was standing near me. He 
looked st me rather curiously. He may 
have thought I was getting personal, 
but I wasn't. I didn't mean to include 
him at all. "Yes. There are probably 
2,600 people in here, and look outside! 
See that crowd on the bridge and the 
other one on the railroad track and 
those boys up the telegraph poles and 
in the trees! Fourth of July base ball 
catches the crowds!" 
"Out," yelled 
somebody, and the fellow who had held 
the club threw it down and another 
blue shirt took his place- He couldn't 
hit the ball either and went "out," 
and then the red-dressed boys tried 
their hands at hitting the. ball. They 
succeeded better than the other fellows, 
but gracious! They were only able to 
run around the square three times. 
Why! when I used to play ball we were 
able to get around a score of times be- 
fore the side was called out. It seems 
to me the fellows who play ball now 
can't play it half as well as we did 
when I was a boy. "What are those 
two fellows with muzzles over their 
faces doing?" I asked Sam Henderson. 
"One of them is the catcher and the 
other is the umpire," he replied. 
"Those muzzles, as you call them, are 
masks and they wear them to prevent 
getting hit in the face by the ball, for a 
position behind the bat is a dangerous 
place." "The umpire plays on both 
sides," I remarked. 
"Ok no; he's the 
judge and decides the 'outs,' 'fouls,' 
'strikes,' etc. They couldn't get along 
without him. He's a very important 
fellow and generally one of the most 
abused of men, but that umpire is a 
good one. Guess you don't know much 
about the game?" I confessed I didn't 
and kept silent for a while, so as not to 
show my ignorance. 


"I don't see what those fellows stand- 
ing out near the corners want to do so 
much halJooing for?" I finally said: 
"Oh, that's necessary," said City Treas 
urer C. J. Sosenheimer, "They are 
helping the other fellowoi run the bases 
and telling them the best time to start 
or stop, etc." "Well, they make a 
good deal of noise about it, it seems to 
me. If I was running those bases I'd 
do just as I pleased." Just then a 
foul ball came whizzing past my ear 
and I got back again near the scorer's 
stand, from which I had wandered, and 
asked Sandy Drummond how the game 
stood. 
"Eight to nothing in favor of 
Fort Wayne and this the seventh 
inning," he replied. 


There were some 
awful beautiful 
plays made on both sides, so those who 
knew, told me. They said Cates, the 
new pitcher, and Brandenburg, the new 
catcher, of the Fort Waynes, were mag- 
nificent players. I didn't think so. 
Cate.'ii, I thought, threw the ball two 
swift and didn't let the other side hit it 
often enough. I like a game in which 
there is lots of batting. It's lots of fun 
to see the fellows run. Well, the game 
went on. Tiiere was an awful lot of 
yelling from the crowd. They acted 
like a set of idiots. They would cheer 
and cheer until it seemed sometimes as 
if they could be heard miles away. 
What a set of cranks lovers of base ball 
are anyway! Why, if those twenty-five 
hundred 
men and 
women who 
crowded 
League 
park 
yesterday 
afternoon had been attending a relig- 
ious 
meeting 
and had shouted 
as they did do, they would have been 
called all sorts of names, denounced 
as "cranks" etc., and if they had been 
compelled to sit on those hard board 
seats for two hours, as they did, they 
would have been the most impatient lot 
of people you ever saw. But that crowd 
wasn't; they could have sat there until 
dark. 


Finally the game closed. 
Our boy^ 
had won and their competitors had not 
made a tally. A shout went up from 
the 2,500 people on the ground, and in

A Good Many aien Wlio Are Polite, 
Kind 
Hearted, RicU and Powerful W i l l 
Have 
I.ess Chance for Heaven Than tliu Hum- 
blest Person Who I.o%'es Ood. 
Dr. Talmage in liis sermon at Brooklyn on 
Sunday. June 29, dealt in characteristic 
style with the Vcirious garbs in Avhich sin 
masquerades in modern socicty, and in 
strippinR tho monster of liis disguises he 
aimed not only to reveal its deformity to 
the world, but to put his hearers on their 
guard against self delusion. His text was 
John XV, 22; "But now they have no cloak 
for their sin," 


Sin is always 
disguised. Decked and 
glossed and perfumed and masked it gains 
admittance in places from which it would 
otherwise be repelled. As silently as when 
it glided into Eden, and as plausibly as 
when it talked to Christ at the top of the 
temple, it now addresses men. Could peo- 
ple look upon sin as it always is—an exhala- 
tion from the pit, the putrelaetionof infinite 
capacities, the ghastly, 
loathsome, God 
smitten monster that uprooted Eden and 
killed Christ, and would push the entire 
race into darkness and ruin—the infernal 
•charm would bo broken. Before our lirst 
parents transgressed, sin appeared to them 
the sweetness of fruit and the becoming as 
gods. To Absolom it wiis the pleasure of, 
sitting upon a throne. To men now, sin is 
laughter and permission to luxurious grati- 
fication. 
Jesus Christ in my text suggests 
•a fact which everybody ought to know, and 
that is that sin, to hide its deformity and 
shame, is accustomed to wearinc: a cloak; 
•and the Savior also sets forth the truth that 
God can see straight through all such -wrap- 
pings and thicknesses. 
I now want to 
speak of several kinds of cloaks with which 
men expect to cover up tlieir iniquities, for 
the fashion in regard to these garments is 
constantlv changing, and evei-y day bcliolds 
some new style of wearing them, and if you 
will tarry a little while I will show yon live 
or six of tlie patterns of cloaks. 


First, I remark that there are those who 
being honored with official power, expect- 
to make that a succes^ul cloak for their 
sin. There is a sacr^ness in office. God 
Himself is King, and all who hold authority 
in the world serve under Him. That com- 
munity has committed a monstrous Avrong 
who has elevated to this dignity persons 
unqualified either by their ignorance or 
their immoraliiy. IS'utions who elevate to 
posts of authority tliose not qualified to lill 
them will feel the reaction. 
Solomon ex- 
pressed this thought when he said: "Woe 
unto thee, O land, when thy king is a child 
and thy princes drink in the morning." 
While positions of tru3t may be disgraced 
by the character of those who fill them, I 
believe God would have us respectful to 
the offices, though we may have no ad- 
miration for their occupants; Yet this dig- 
nity which office confers can be no apology 
for transgression. 
Nebuchadnezzar and 
Ahab and Herod in the day of.judgment 
must stand on the level with the herdsmen 
that kept their flocks and the llshermen of 
Galilee. Pope and king and president and 
eovernor must give an account to God, ami 
be judged hy the same law as that whicli 
judges the beggar and the slave. Sin is all 
the more obnoxious when it is impei-ial and 
lordly. You cannot make pride or injustice 
or cruelty sacred by giving it a throne. 
Belshazzar's decanters could not keep the 
mysterious finger from writing on the wall. 
Ahab's sin literally hurled him from the 
throne to the dogs. The imperial vest- 
ments of wicked Jehoram could not keep 
Jehu's arrow from striking through his 
heart. Jezebel's queenlj- pretensioii could 
not save her from being thrown over the 
wall. No barricade of thrones can arrest 
God's justice in its unerring march. Ko 
splendor or thickness 
of official robes 
can be a sufQcient cloak of sin. Henry 
VIII.. Loi-.is XV.. Catharine of Russia, 
Mary of England—did tlieir crowns save 
them? No ruler ever sat so high that the 
King of kings was not above him. All 
victors sliall bow beioro Him who on the 
-white horse goetli forth conquering and to 
conquer. 
. Again, elegance of manners cannot suc- 
cessfully hide iniquity from tJic eye of God. 
That model, gentlemanly 
iipostle. Paul, 
writes to us: "Be courteous." 
That man 
can neither be a respectable worldling nor 
a consistent 
Christian 
who lacks good 
manners. 
He ?s shut out from relined cir- 
cles, and he certainly ought to be hindered 
from entering the church. 
We cannot 
overlook that in a man which we could 
hardly excuse in a bear. 
One of the first 
effects of the grace of God upon an indi- 
vidual is to make liiin a gentleman. 
GrulT- 
ness, awkwardness, 
implacability, chin- 
nishness are fruits of the devil, while 
f 
entleness and meekness are fruits of tlie 


pirit. 
But while those excellences of 
manner are so important they can^^ot hide 
any deformity of moral character. How 
often is it that we find attractiveness of 
person, suavity of manners, gracefulness 
of 
conversation, 
gallantry of behavior 
thrown like wreaths upon moral death. 
The flowers that grow upon the scorhn of 
Vesuvius do not make it any less of a vol- 
cano. The sepulchers in Christ's time did 
not exhaust all the whitewash. 
Some of 
the biggest scoundrels have been the most 
fascinating. 
If there are any depending 
on outward gracefulness and attractive- 
ness of demeanor, with any hope that be- 
cause of that God will forgive the sin of 
their soul, let me assure them that the div- 
ine justice cannot be satisfied with smiles 
and elegant gesticulation. 
Christ 
looks 
deeper than the skin, and such a ragged 
cloak as the one in which you are trj-ing to 
cover yourself will be no hiding in the day 
of his power. 
God v.-ill not in the judg- 
ment ask how gracefully you walked, nor 
how politely you bowed, nor how sweetly 
you smiled, nor how impressively you 
gestured, The deeds done in tile body will 
be the test, and not the rules of Lord Ches- 
terfield, 


Again, let me say that the mere profes- 
sion of religion is but a poor wrapping of a 
naked soul. The importance of making a 
public profession of religion if the heart be 
renewed cannot be exaggerated. 
Christ 
positively, and with the earnestness ot the 
night before His crucifixion, commanded 
it. But it is the result of Christian charac- 
ter, not the cause of it. Our church certill- 
cate is a poor title to Heaven. 
We may 
have tne name, but not the reality. 
There 
are those who seem to throw themselves 
back Avith complacency upon their public 
confession of Christ, although they give no 
signs of renewal. If Satan can induce a 
•man to build on such a rotten foundation 
fts that he has accomplished his object. 
We cannot imagine the abhorrence with 
which God looks^ upon such a procedure. 
W^hat would be the feelings of a shepherd if 
he saw a wolf in the same fold with liis 
flocks, however quiet he might seem to lie, 
or a general, if among his troops he saw 
one wearing the appointed vmiforni who 
nevertheless really belonged to the oppos- 
ing host? Thus must the heavenly shep- 
herd look upon those who, though they are 
not his sheep, have climbed up some other 
•«•ay, and thus must the Lord of hosts look 
upon those who pretend to be soldiers of 
the cross, while thev are his arm<id ene- 
mies, If any of j'ou find yourself deficient 
in the great tests of Christian character, do 
not, I beg of you, look upon j'our profession 
of religion as anything consolatory. If you 
have taken your present position from a 
view that you have of Christ and your need 
or him, rejoice with joy unspeakable and 
full or glory and clap your hands for glad- 
ness; but if you find yourself with nothing 
but the name of life, wliile dead in tres- 
passes and sins, arouse before the door is 
shut. 
That gilded profession—the world 
may not be able to see through it, but in the 
day of divine reckoning it will be found 
that you have no cloak for your sin. 


Furthermore, outward morality will be no 
covering for the hidden iniquity of the 
Spirit. The Gospel of Christ makes no as- 
sault upon good works. They are as beauti- 
ful in God's eye as in ours. 
Punctuality, 
truthfulness, 
almsgiving, 
affection and 
many other excellences of life that might 
be mentioned will always be admired of 
God and man. but we take the position that 
good works cannot be the ground of our sal- 
vation. What we do right cannot pay for 
what we do wrong. Admit that you have 
a^ those traits of character which give 
merely worldly respectability and influence, 
you must at the same time acknowledge 
that during the course of yonr life you have 
done many things you ought not to have 
done. How are these difTlcult matters to 
be settled? Ah, my friends, we must have 
an atonement. No Christ, no salvation. 
The great Redeemer <iomes ill and says: "I 
•«rill pay your indebtedness." So That which 
•was iXark enoxigh before is bright enough 
now. Tiie stripes that -we deserve are ialleu 
upon Christ. On^His scourged and bleed- 
ing shoulderte He carries us up over the 
mountain of our sins and the hills or our in- 
iquities. 
Christ's good works accepted are 
-sufficient for us, but they who reject them, 
diS^endltig dtf their own,mustpeTish. Traltij 
ai charaetei* that may make us influential 
<m «arth will not necessarily open to us the 


gate of heaven. The plahk that-will be 
strong enough for a house floor would not 
do for a ship's hulk. Mere morality might 
be enough here, but cannot take you 
through death's storm into heaven's harbor. 
Christ has announced for all ages: "I am the 
way, the truth and the life;him that cometh 
untóme I will in no wise cast out." Bui 
pitiable in the day of accounts will be thC 
condition of that man, though he may havi 
given all his estate to benevolent purposes, 
and passed his life invisitingthe distressed, 
and done much to excite the admiration ojE 
the good and the great, if he have no inti- 
mate relation to Jesus Christ. There is a 
pride and a depravity in his soul that he 
has never discovered. A brilliant outside 
will be no apology for a depraved inside. It 
is no theory of mine, but an announcement 
of God, who cannot lie: "By the deeds of 
the law shall no flesh living be justified." 
Open the door of heaven and look in. How- 
ard is there, but he did not secure his en- 
trance by the dungeons he illuminated and 
the lazzarettos into which ho carried the 
medicines, Paul is there, but he did not 
earn his way by the shipwrecks and im- 
prisonments and scourgings. 
On a throne 
overtopping perhaps all others, except 
Christ's, the old missionary excl.aims: "By 
the grace of God I am what I am." 


Again, exalted sociiil position will be no 
eloak for sin. 
Men look through the 
wicket-door of prisons, and seeing the in- 
carcerated wretches, exclaim: "Oh, how 
much vice there is in the world!" And 
they pass through the degraded streets of a 
city, and looking into the doors of hovels 
and the dens of corruption they call them 
God-forsaken abodes. But you might walk 
along the avenues through which the opu- 
lent roll in their flourishing pomp, and into 
mansions elegantly adorned, and find that 
even in the admired walks of life Satan 
works mischief and death. The first temp- 
tation Satan wrought in a garden, and he 
understands yet most thoroughly liow to 
insinuate himself into any door cf ease and 
splendor, JVIen frequentiy judge of sin by 
the places in which it is committed, but 
iniquity in satin is as loathsome to God as 
iniquity in rags, and in the Day of Judg- 
ment the sins of Madison avenue and Elm 
street vail all be driven in one herd. Men 
cannot escape at last for being respectably 
sinful. 
You know Dives was clothed in 
purple and line linen and fared sumptu- 
ously every day, but his line clothes and 
good dinners did not save him. 
He might 
on earth have drunk something as rich as 
champagne and cognac, but at last he asked 
for one drop oí water. You cannot trade off 
your attractive abodes here for a house of 
many mansions on high, and your elegant 
shade groves here will not warrant you a 
scat under the tree of life. 
When God 
drove Adam and Eve out of Eden he showed 
that merely living in a gard^in of delights 
and comforts will never save 
man or a 
M'oman. By giving you so much earthly 
luxury and reiinement He intimated that He 
"woukl have you enjoy yourselves, but He 
would not have you wrap yourselves up in 
them as a cloak to hide your sins. God 
now walks in your garden as he did in 
Eden, even in the cool of the day, and ho 
would make your comfort on earth a type of 
your rapture in heaven. 


Eurthermore, mere soundness of re- 
ligious belief will not hide our iniquities. 
There are men whose heads are as sound 
as Jonathan Edwards' or John Wesley's, 
whose hearts are as rotten as Tom Painc's 
or Charles Guiteau's. It is important that 
wo be theoretical Christians. It is utter 
folly in this dav for a man to have no 
preference for any one form of faith wlien 
it is so easy to become conversant with the 
faith of the diJiorent sects. An intoxicated 
man staggered into my house one night 
begging for lodging. He made great pre-, 
tensions to religion. I asked Avhere ho 
went to church. He said: "Nowhere; I 
belong to liberal Christianity." But there 
are those whenever become Christians, be- 
cause tlioir obstinacy prevents them from 
ever taking a fair view of what religion is. 
They are like a brute boast in the fact that 
their gfcatost strength lies in their horns. 
They are combatant, and all they are ever 
willing to do for their souls is to enter an 
e c c l e s i a s t i c a l 
figlit. 
I liave m e t m e n w h o 
Avould talk all day unon t h e ninth c h a p t e r 
of K o m a n s , who w e r e thorouglilv 
hulpless 
before the fourteenth c h a p t e r of J o h n . 
B u t 
t h e r e a r e t h o s e who, liavln¿ esi-apo(t 
from 
this condition, aro now depending cjitirely 
upon t h e s o u n d n e s s 
of religious 
tlieory. 
T h e 
d o c t r i n e s 
of 
m a n ' s 
depravity a n d 
Christ's a t o n e m e n t and God's 
sovereignty 
are theoretically received by th<Mu. But, 
alas! there they stop. It is only the shell 
of Christianity containing no evangelical 
life. They stand looking over into Heaven 
and admire its beauty and its song, and 
arc so pleased with the looks from the out- 
side that thoy cannot be induced to enter. 
They could make a better argument for 
the truth than ten thousand Christians 
who have in their hearts received it. If 
syllogisms and dilemmas and sound propo- 
sitions and logical deductions could save 
tlieir souls they would be among the best of 
Christians. They could correctly deline ro- 
pontanee and faith and the Atonement, 
while they have never felt one sorrow for sin 
nor exercised a moment's ''onlidcnce in the 
great sacrifice. They are almost immovable 
to their position. We cannot present any- 
thing about the religion of Christ that thoy 
do not know. The Saviotir described the 
fate of such a one in his parable: "And that 
servant which knew his Lord's will and pro- 
pared not himself, neither did accordingto 
his will shall bii beatón with many stripes." 
Theories in religion have a beauty of their 
own, but if thoy result in no warmth of Chris- 
tian life it is tiie beauty of horublondo and 
feldspar. Do not call such coldness and h a r d - 
ness religion The lii ver oí Lile nevorfreezos 
ovr. 
Icicles never hang on the eaves of 
h e a v e n . 
S o u n d n e s s of intellectual 
b e l i e f j i s 
a beautiful cloak, well woven and well «.-ut. 
but in the hour when God siiall demand our 
soul it will not of itself be sutñcient to hide 
our iniquities. 


iVly friends, can it be that I have been un- 
kind. and torn from you some liope upon 
which you were resting for time and eter- 
nity? Verily, I would be unkind if, having 
taken away your cloak, I did not oft'on- you 
something better. This is a cold world and 
you v>-ant sometiiing to wrap around your 
spirit. 
Christ olTors you a robe to-day. He 
wove it Himself, and'He will now with His 
own hand prepare it just to fit your soul. 
The righteousness He oli'ers is like the coat 
He used to Avear about Judea, without seam 
from top to bottom. There is a day of 
doom. Coward would I be if I did not dare 
tell you this. It shall be a day of unutter- 
able" disappointuiont to those who have 
trusted in their oííicial dignity, in their 
elegant manners, in their outward morality, 
in their soundness of intellectiuil belief. 
But I see a soul standing before God who 
once was thoroughly delileu. Yet look at 
Him and you cannot find a single transgres- 
sionianywhere about him. 
H<JW is this, you 
ask. Was he not once a Sabbath breaker, 
a blasphemer, a robber, a perjurer, a thief, 
a murderer? 
Yes, but Christ has cleansed 
him. Christ hath lifted him up. Christ 
hath rent off Jiis rags. 
Christ hath clothed 
him in a spotless robe of righteousness. 
That is tlie reason why you cannot see liis 
former degradation. 
This glorious hope in 
Christ's name is proffered to-day. Wan- 
dering and wayward soul, is not this salva- 
tion worth coming for, wortli striving for? 
Do you Avonder that so many with bitter 
weeping have besought it, and with a very 
enthusiasm of sorrow cried for divine com- 
passion? Do you wonder at the earnest- 
ness of those -who stand in pulpits beseech- 
ing men to be reconciled to God? Nay, do 
you 
wonder 
at the impprtunity of the 
Holy 
Ghost 
who 
now 
striVetli 
with 
tliy 
soul? 
In 
many 
of 
the palaces of Europe the walls are mosaic.

What! made out of broken shells 
and broken glass! Oh. yes; God grant that 
by the transforming power of His Spirit wo 
may all be made a part of the eternal 
palaces, our bx-oken and fragmentary na- 
tures polished and shaped and lifted up to 
make a part of the everlasting splendors of 
the heavenly temple!

MTTTINY OF MADMEN. 


Extraordinary Conduct of Lunatics 
in a F r e n c h Asylum. 


A mutiny of an extraordinary charac- 
ter took place recently at the Bicetre 
Lunatic 
Asyhim, 
near Paiis, 
France, 
which was only put down by the arrival 
of the soldiery. 
Some of the dangerous 
lunatics had appeared more excited than 
usual owing to the sultry' weather, and 
OLC of them, an athlete of gTeat strength, 
named Joly, succeeded in breaking- out 
of his cell. 
Having opened the cells of 
fourteen of his companions, all of them 
made a rush at the keepers, who -tvere 
walking- up and down 0}^ gu.ird. The 
lunatics then laid siege to the neaz-est 
rooms, and brok(! windows, chairs, tables 
and everything else on which they could 
laj- thf'ir hands. 
Afterward they went 
up to the keepers' sleeping-places, and, 
seizing all the razors, hammers and other 
dangerous instruments which they could 
find, redcsceuded into the quadrangle 
and began shouting out that they in- 
tended to kill eveiybody who should in- 
terfere with them. 
One of the keepers— 
a 31. Petit—received a blow from the leg 
of a table which broke his arm, bvifc his 
colleagues succeeded eventually, at the 
risk of their lives, in cutting- off the re- 
treat of the raadmeu by shutting them 
up in tlie 
quadrangle. 
The gover- 
nor, 31. Pinon, now^ intervened, and 
tried 
by soft 
words 
to 
ciilm 
the 
rioters; 
but he was threatened by 
Joly, 
who 
said 
that 
he 
would 
spare his life if he went down on his 
knees and begged pardon of all the in- 
mates. 
As .M. Pinon refused to do this 
.Toly li-aried a tiower-pot full of earth at 
him, but a keeper threw himself before 
the governor and received the pot and its 
contents on his cliost. The governor and 
his men then withdrew^ .and sent for the 
IJolicc and troops.

Eiigrlisli an«l American Girls. 


Contrasting English and American 
girls, W. W. Story thus writes in "Con- 
versations in a Studio:" 
"Take an En- 
glish girl and jjut her beside an Anier- 
can girl Avhose ancestry is pure English 
and there is a remarkable difference be- 
tween them in shajDe, nature, and color. 
The American, as a rule, is slenderer, 
iaii-er, and slighter-limbed, 
thinner- 
featured and more vivacious and ex- 
cited in manner. 
The English girl is 
fuller, rosier in color, heavier in build 
and calmer. 
The voice of the American 
is thin and high, that of the English 
girl is rich and low. But where you 
will find the greater physical difference 
is in the feet and hands. 
The Ameri- 
can's foot is small, thin, high-arched 
and tendonous in the ankle. 
The En- 
glish girl's is plump, flat, and full at the 
ankle. 
There is the same difference in 
the hands. 
Take a cast from an En- 
glish and American foot, and auy one 
can distinguish them with half an eye. 
All the attachments, as they are called, 
are longer and more tendonous in the 
American than in the English. 
There 
is something charming in the one as of 
a rose, and in the other of a lily. AVhere 
the English have the advantage over 
the American is in their voices and in- 
tonations. An English woman's voice 
is a pleasure to hear—so sweet and low 
and ijleasant in its modulations—while 
the 
Americans whine with a high- 
pitched voice. The latter sing better 
than the English, because the English 
never can fully utter their voice and 
throw it out. 
Certainly the American 
girls are sometimes very handsome, and 
they generally have a refinement of 
look and feature, if not manner.

One of the ladies was asked 
by the reijorter concerning her feelings 
when she first began work in the dis- 
secting room. 
She stated that the hor- 
ror of what she vrould see had been so 
exaggerated to her beforehand, and she 
had Ì3een led, through popular report, to 
expect so much more than the reality, 
that her nerves were braced to such a 
degree that she experienced no very 
disagreeable 
impressions. 
The first 
body was a fresh one, and the odor, 
therefore, not very bad. It was that of 
a colored person, and seemed like a ma- 
hogany statue stretched on the table. 
The bodies are never thought of as con- 
nected with human beings, but as mere 
things, mere machines, whose mechan- 
ism is to be investigated. 


The ladies work two and two, choos- 
ing as their companions those congenial 
to them fiocially, as well as from their 
style of work. 
Though they work so 
courageously over their horrible vic- 
tims, these young ladies are not strang- 
ers to human fear. One of them con- 
fesses that, as she was left alone for 
several minutes by her companion one 
wintry evening toward 7 o'clock, she 
felt sòme decidedly unpleasant feelings 
as she sat amdng the bodies, and also 
confessed that, while she could make 
herself do anything she had to do, she 
would not like very much to enter a 
dissecting-room alone in the dead of 
night. 
She latighed at her own feeling, 
but said that it is only in such moments 
that she realizes that these things have 
once been living persons. 


N o t M a n y Women 
Printers. 


"Women printers a few years ago were a 
•itandinj^. menace to the trade, in the view 
of the men printers, and the question 
of their admittance to typographical 
tuaions threatened to become a burning 
iffsue in the labor world. 
In this city it 
was settled for the time being by the 
•dmission of the .women to Union No. 6. 
tbe condition that they be not al- 


for the trade is not one in which the 
woman can hold her own with a man on 
equal terms, but even at this it was not 
satisfactory to a large element among 
the men, who objected to having women 
in the trade at all, and the trouble con- 
tinually threatened to break out in new 
spots. 
Meantime, however, the matter 
has been summarily settled out of 
court, as it were. 
Women don't want 
to be printers any more. 
The intro- 
duction of the typewriter and the open- 
ing ui? of other lines of employment 
more agreeable and suitable for a 
I woman seem to have relieved the fe- 
j nia'e labor market of the greater ijart 
of the women who used to want to be 
primers. 


It is said by officer's of Typographical 
Union No. 6 that there are not over 
three hundred women printers in New 
York now. 
One hundred of these are 
in the Union. 
They work chiefly in 
large book printing offices, where the 
hours are easy and there is no rush. 
A few are in the morning newspaper 
offices, working as distributers in the 
afternoon. 
Women have worked as 
compositors on some of the morning 
papers, but the cases were exceptional, 
such as where a man died and his 
widow was allowed to take his case un- 
til she could get something better to 
do. It is thought that the number of 
women printers is decreasing constantly 
in spite of the rapid growth of the trade. 
Men say it is a good thing, not only for 
selfish reasons, but because the trade, 
although generally classed as a light 
and easy one, is really too wearisome, 
too unhealthy, and in other ways un- 
suited for Avomen. 


Tiie Abnse of Coffee. 


Much has been said, says the Br iiisih 
Medical 
Jouriinl, 
concerning the un- 
doubtedly evil effects of excessive tea- 
drinking. 
Pr. F. Mendel has recently 
enjoyed opportunities of studying the 
results of an unbridled abuse of coffee, 
and his results are now published. 
The great industrial center round Esien 
includes a very large female jwpula- 
tion. 


While the women of the working 
classes in this counti-y are often ad- 
dicted to dosing themselves with tea 
that has stood too long, it appears that 
the workmen's wives at Essen drink 
coiiee from morning till night. 
Some 
consume over a pound of Ceylon coffee 
weekly, and one pound contains over 
sixty-four grains of caffeine. In conse- 
quence, nerv»ous muscular and circula- 
tory disturbances are frequent. The 
nerve symptoms are ciiaracteri^ed by a 
feeling of general weakness, depression, 
of sjsirits and aversion for labor, even 
in industrious subjects, with headache 
and insomnia. 
A strong dose of coffee 
causes the temporary disappearance of 
all these symptoms. 


The muscular symptoms consist of 
distinct muscular weakness and trem- 
bling of the hands, even during rest. 
The circulatory symptoms are marked 
by a small, ra})id, irregular pulse an<3 
feeble impulse of the apex of the heart. 
Palintations and heaviness at the pre- 
cordial region are frequent. 
The hands 
and feet feel very cold, and the com- 
plexion 
becomes sallow. 
Dyspeptic 
symjjtoms, chiefly of the nervous type, 
are very common- 
Acne rosacea is 
seen in a large number of the sufferers. 
Those coffee-drinkers cannot be cured 
by simple abstention from their favorite 
drink 
with substitution of milk as a 
beverage. 
They require rest 
from 
work, open-air exercise, cold ablutions, 
followed by friction, and small doses of 
brandy. Care must be taken, especially 
•when a large body of working-women 
are under the care of a medical officer, 
lest the first and last it-ems of ti-eJitment 
do not lead to malingering. 


A Hsiiuiitotl 


Up to the year 1860 their stood on the 
main road leading to Suffolk, Xause- 
mond county, Va., a venerable white 
oak. 
Many are the stories told of a 
ghostly visitant to this tree every night. 
The story had it, that in 1830 a murder 
was committed at the foot of this 
monarch for the purpose of robbery and 
that the money taken from the victim 
was buried there. 
Every attempt to 
secure it had failed because a phan- 
tom horseman was guarding the oak.

A Sinnlav liroaktast As.socriation, 


Philadelphia has a Sunday Breakfast 
Association 
which is doing a grand 
work in its results among the fallen 
and degraded population of that city. 
The method is a Sunday breakfast, fol- 
lowed by religious 
services, 
accom- 
panied with such sympathetic attentions 
as may be necessary, and resulting in 
considerable letter-writing. 
The re- 
port of the work of the last winter is 
instructive and indicates, perhaps, au 
excellent and truthful method of reach- 
ing, reforming and elevating a class of 
citizens very much in need of improve- 
ment. 
The managers say: 


During the last six months just ended 
there were held 138 religious meetings 
with an attendance of 65,452, of which 
33,202 received a charitable meal of 
four corn-beef sandwiches and three 
cups of coffee, consuming 139,910 rolls 
and rusks, 1,4:55 pounds of corn beef, 
1,398 pounds of sugar* 1,386 pounds of 
CoflFee," 1,714: quarts of milk, át a total 
cost of $3,011, which includes all ex- 
penses. 
There are no salaried officers 
and no money paid for speakers or min- 
isterial help. 
All labor and support 
are voluntary. 


Of those who attended the meeting, 
1,145 signed the temperance pledare, 
and 1,947 went forward for prayer.; 
Thousands of .interesting 
testimonies; 
were given by persons professing con- 
fession, and many letters were received; 
from ail over our land and foreign; 
countries from persons who have been 
restored to their homes and «usefulness.; 
The association is in a very prosperous, 
condition. 
The actual cost of the ma-: 
terial for a breakfast of four corn-beef j 
sandwiches and throe cups of coffee is' 
4f' cents for each person, and for a teá; 
of four rusks and ihvee cups of tea lesa ,

Cetobriga. 


Portugal hfis a most interesting mys- 
tery in the submerged city of Cetobriga. 
In the beginning of the present century 
a fisherman, while rowing alon,g the 
coast, was astonished at sight of houses 
and well-paved streets under the water 
of the Bay of Setubal. 
He communi- 
cated the news to the inhabitants of the 
neighboring town of the same name, 
and excavations were at once begun 
under the patronage of government.^ It 
was soon determined that the ruined 
city must be Cetobriga, which is some- 
times mentioned by old writers, though 
literature contains little 
information 
regarding its fate or history. 


Interesting coins, bracelets and pot- 
tery were du¿ out, and in 1814 a num- 
ber of metal tablets were found bearing 
curious and ancient inscriptions. These 
were evidently of Phoenician origin. 


There is no doubt that the Romans 
possessed the city long before its de- 
struction, as their 
remains are en- 
countered on every hand. 
Medals, 
grand statues, symmetrical columns of 
temples, and various other evidences 
prove a high state of civilization in the 
people who built the city. 
There can 
be no doubt that many wealthy Romans 
settled here to enjoy the delightful 
climate, and perhaps also to escape from 
the turbulence of Rome. 


"The remains of this once populous 
and ancient city," says a Portuguese 
writer, "stand as an eternal monument 
of a people of whom we know nothing." 
A traveler who has recently visited it 
sends the Scientific 
JLinerican 
an ac- 
count of what he saw. 


His first task was to explore what had 
already been excavated. The floors of 
the houses were exquisitely laid in 
mosaic, and the colors were as fresh 
and bright as when they Avere put on, 
long ages ago. 
Nearly every house had 
its bath-room, and au ingenious mode 
of heating and conveying water to the 
pipes. 
At the back of the house Avas a 
large fire-proof tank, made of broken 
shells and pottery cemented together. 
The fire Avas built under this tank, and 
tbe Avater conveyed to the bath through 
flat earthen pipes. 


A block of granite that had formed 
part of the corner Avall of a house had 
been broken, and then mended by in- 
serting a piece of stone, and making it 
last by cement. 
This cement was of 
the same color as the stone, and the 
break could be distinguished only by 
dose obserA'atioru 
When some one at- 
tempted to remove the jjiece, the stone 
itself gave way before tlie 
cement. 
Such a compound Avould be invaluable 
at the present day. Scattered every- 
Avhere throughout the submerged «ity 
are similar traces of a high civilizatioii. 


Some strange and terrible fate must 
have overtaken Cetobriga, 
The sea had 
evidently combined with some fearful 
earthquake, far Avorse than the one of 
1755, and overwhelmed it in ruin. It 
is difficult to realize that the waters of 
the calm, bright bay could have reared 
their Avaves so high as to engulf those 
grand temples and monuments.

West IiKliaii Carriers. 


The Creole porteuse, or female carrier 
of the West Indies, furnishes a remark- 
able proof that great physicial energy 
and endurance can exist in the tropics. 
At a very early age, perhaps at five 
years, says Lafcadio Hearn, she learns 
to carry small articles upon her head, a 
bowl of rice, or even an orane-e on a 
plate, and at nine or ten she is able to 
carry a basket or trail—a Avooden tray 
with deep, sloping 
sides—containing 
twenty or thirty Tiounds. 
Then she 
walks barefoot beside her mother, twelve 
or fifteen miles a day. 


At sixteen, she is a tall, robust girl, 
and cai-ries a burden of one hundred 
arid twenty or one hundred and fifty 
pounds weight. 
She noAV earns about 
?ix dollars a month, by Avalking 
fifty 
miles a day, as an itinerant 
seller. 
There are never old porteuses; to do 
tbe work even at forty, indicates a con- 
stitution of astonishing strength. After 
the force of youth and health is spent, 
the poor carrier must seek 
lighter 
labor. 


As a rule, the weight is such that no 
well-freighted porteuse can load or un- 
load unassisted. 
The effort to do so 
would burst a blood-vessel or rupture a 
muscle. 
In preparing for her journey, 
the young merchant puts on her poorest 
and lightest robe, and binds a plain 
handkerchief about her head. 
On the 
top of this is placed another 
handker- 
chief folded, to form a pad, and on this 
rests the great loaded trail. 
She wears 
no shoes. 
Bhe must climb and descend 
thousands of feet every day, over slopes 
so steep that the horses of the country 
break down, after a few years of similar 
journeying. 
The soles of her feet be- 
come so tough that they feel no rough- 
ness, and present to the sharp jpebbles 
a surface at once yielding and resisting, 
like a cushion of solid rubber. 


Young girls very often set off to- 
gether, and keep step and time through- 
oot their journey, but the veterans, or 
vomen seleeted'for special work, usu- 


ally go alone. 
To the latter class be- 
long girls employed by certain great 
bakeries. 
They are tlie most heavily 
laden of all, and carry 
baskets of 
astounding size far up into the moun- 
tains, so as to furnish country famüies 
with fresh bread, at an early hour. 


At sundown, thr ->rteuses are coming 
from far Grand A W to halt a.moment 
in this village. 
They are going to sit 
down on the roadside before the house 
of the baker, and his great black work- 
man, Jean-Marie, stands waiting to re- 
lieve them of their load. 
Here they 
come, the girls, yelloAV, red, black. See 
the flash of the yellow feet, where the;- 
toiich the light! 
All smile to see Jean- 
Marie waiting for theni, aud to hear his 
deep, kind A'oice cry out : 


"HOAV art thou, dear? 
How goes it 
I with thee ?" 
1 
"All sweetly, dear; and thou?" some 
j of them make ansAver. 
But others, 
j over-wearA% cry to him : 


"Unload me quickly, dear, for I am 
very, very Aveary." 


Then he takes away their 
burdens, 
fetches bread for them, and says little 
foolish things to make them 
smile. 
Aud they aie pleased, and laugh like 
children, as they sit down on the road 
there, to munch their dry bread.

Old Papers !Are UsefuL 


Newspapers are invaluable for pack- 
ing aAvay the winter clothing, thè print- 
ing ink acting as a defiance to the 
stoutest moth, as successful as camphor 
or tar-paper. 
For this reason neAvs- 
papers are useful under the carpet, laid 
over the regular carpet paper. The 
most valuable quality of neAvspapers in 
the kitchen, however, is their ability to 
keep out the air. It is said that ice 
completely enveloped in newspapers, so 
that all air is shut out, Avill keep a 
longer time than under other 
condi- 
tions, and that a pitcher of ice water 
laid in a neAVspaper with the ends of 
the paper twisted together to exclude 
the air, will remain all night in any 
summer room with scarcely any per- 
ceptible melting of the ice. 
These 
facts, if such, should be utilized often er 
than they are in the care of the sick at 
night. In freezing ice-cream, Avhen the 
ice is scarce, pack the freezer 
only 
three-quarters full of ice and salt, and 
finish with neAvspapers, and the differ- 
ence in the time of freezing and quality 
of cream is not perceptible from the 
result when the freezer is packed full 
of ice. 
After removing the dasher, it is 
better to cork up the cream and cover 
it tightly Avith a packing of newspapers 
than to use more ice. 
The newspaper 
retains the cold already in the ice better 
than a packing of cracked ice and salt, 
which must have ct'evices to admit the 
air.

A. Songr« Interrupted by Musketry Is Fin- 
ished Several Mouth!« L.al«r. 


Rev. Dr. Henry M. Field, 
editor of 
the New York Evangelist 
and the au- 
thor of a recent volume entitled "Bright 
Skies and Dark Shadows," a compila- 
tion of war reminiscences, in a recent 
letter to the editor of the Times, sug- 
gested that the hero of one of the best^ 
chapters was nOAV residing in Kansa» 
City. 
The story was that just before 
the battle of Franklin (Tenn.) a Federal 
officer was being entertained by the 
family of Col. 
McEwen, then, as now» 
a prominent citizen of that place. 
One< 
of Col McEwen's daughters was sinir- 
ing to the officers the at that time- 
popular melody, 
"Just before the Bat- 
tle, Mother." The song was interrupted, 
at the conclusion of the first verse by 
the roll of musketry. 
The officer hur- 
ried to the battlefield, was there 
desperately wounded and for a long: 
time wavered between life and deaths 
On his return through Franklin nearly 
seven months after that desperate bat- 
tle, he called at the mansion of Col. Mc- 
Ewen and asked the yoCing lady to 
complete the song left unfinished when, 
the battle began. 


Col. I. H. Waters, of this city, was 
the Federal officer mentioned, 
and the- 
terrible wound he received at the battle 
of Franklin was not completely healed 
until 1884, when the last piece of bone 
was taken out. 


"The battle of Franklin has not oc- 
cupied my thoughts for at least twonty- 
fiA'e years," said Col. Waters yesterday» 
"but as I look back upon that day in 
November and remember the hospital- 
ity accorded me by the family of CoL. 
McEAA-en, I can see the eA'ents of that: 
time as in a mirror. I w^as 'Cólonel of 
the Eighty-fourth Illinois under Kim- 
ball and on the day in question, Nov. 30, 
we had been busy all day perfecting our 
intrenchments. We had but five di- 
visions to oppose Hood's entire 
army 
aud we Avere rushing to get our defenses 
completed. 
Our lines took in the town 
of Franklin, our right and left 
flanks 
resting on Harper's Ferry. In the- 
afternoon of that day Gen. Kimball and 
I Avent out prospecting for something to 
eat. 
We had had no breakfast or din- 
ner and were consequently very hun- 
gry. 
Col. McEwen's residence was a 
fine old proj)erty situated on a slight 
eleA'ation. 
We asket? a native who 
liA-ed there. 
He told us, at the same- 
time informing us that he Avas a laAA-yer 
by profession and that he Avas at that 
time at home. 
Arriving at the house 
we were greeted pléasantly by Col. Mc- 
Ewen and on our informing him that we 
had eaten nothing that daA*, not because 
of want of api)etite, but lack of viands, 
he ga^e us a substantial cold luneh.^ 
He also introduced us to his daughters, 
of Avhom he had three, all of Avhom I 
believe, Avere single at that time. Gen, 
Kimball suggested that the young la- 
dies entertain us AA'ith some 
music and 
the request Avas complied Avith. 


" 'As you are hourly expected to meet 
Avith Hood', said one of the young ladies, ' 
'perhaps the most ajipropriate song Ave 
could sing AVOuld be this:' 
And she be- 
gan, 'Just Before the Battle, Mother,'" 
which, though old to them, Avas neAv to 
us. 


"She had finished the first verse 
when Ave Avere startled by the rattle of 
musketi-y, the enemy attacking Wag- 
goner's right. We darted out of the 
house. leaA'ing the young ladies sitting 
at the piano. 
The battle was on when 
we reached the field. About 9:30 that 
night I Avas shot through the shoulder 
and Avas left for dead. It Avas the fol- 
lowing April Avhen Ave Avere returning 
through Franklin 
that Gen. Kimball 
and I again called upon Col. 
McEwen 
to thank him tor his hospitality and to 
apologize for our abrupt departure on 
the day of the battle of Franklin. I 
still had my arm in a sling. 
While we 
Avere enjoying the Colonel's hospitality 
I told the young ladies that now would 
be au excellent time to eomiilete the 
song Avliieh had been so suddenly bro- 
ken ofi' on the date* of tlie battle, six. 
months before."

In cities, even, the paAements of the 
streets are a better index to the popular 
taste and to public spii'it than are the 
walls of public 
buildings. 
In the 
country, roads are the measure of pub- 
lic and private enterprise. 
They faA'or 
or hinder intercourse according as they 
are good or bad, and upon intercourse 
depends to a large extent the intelli- 
gence and refinement of a people. 


The Konians kneAv Avell not only hoAv 
to conquer, but hoAv to ciA'ilize and to 
govern. 
They were the road-builders 
of their time. 
There are miles and 
miles of road-bed still in use in Eng- 
land that was laid down seventeen or 
eighteen hundred years ago. In France 
they are older and more extended. 
Along these lines have grown up some 
of the largest and most 
prosperous 
cities of the Avorld. 
Through 
many 
centuries, the thoroughfares furnished 
all the advantages of naA'igable waters. 


But the argument draAvn from the 
profit and loss account is the one most 
eflective in these days, aud that is the 
one Avliich readers ai e most likely to 
meet with pretty often in our public 
prints. 
Several estimates 
made by 
experts upon economic questions have 
been recently published. 


Professor Ely, of Johns 
Hopkins 
University, reckons that "poor I'oads 
cost the farmer, on an average, 
fifteen 
dollars per horse." 


Professor Jenks, of Knox CoUege, 
Illinois, argues that "with good perma- 
nent roads freight could often be hauled 
ten miles on Avagons cheaper than it 
could be taken one mile on a dirt road 
to a railroad station, unloaded, put on 
the cars, and carried to its destination." 


These are the opinions of specialists 
who have no doubt gone over a great 
many columns of statistics in making 
up their estimates. 
There is no prac- 
tical teamster who Avill not admit the 
reasonableness of their 
conclusions. 
The greatest obstacle, perhaps, to the 
improvement desired arises from t h e 
circumstance that there are as yet no 
really good roads in this country, and 
from the other fact that the science of 
building roads has never been studiedl!^ 
by our people.—Youth's 
Companion,

It needs » certain 
amount of dampness, but not ton much. 
I candidly believe that there ia no other 
single article of food on the face of the 
globe that will go further toward HUS- 
ta ning animal life than the cassava, and 
there is nothing of the root crop that 
will outyicld it.— [New Orleans Pica- 
yune.

more ticeullnr class of criminal* In Tokio 
LhnnilioRo who make it practice of steal- 
ing sliocs left ut. tlie doors of IIOIIMM by 
[icoplc who Imvc gone within, and Kutnc- 
LimuK tttcnliiig them of ulT their feet. 
Japanese never enter IIOUAC* to walk on 
the polished floor mid xoft mats without 
removing their foot-gcnr— the wmxlen 
•undalK fastened un by a cord, xlippvtl 
Iwtwcen tho great nnd Buirond tocx. 
There is a story told about these shocH at 
the time of tho opening of the railroad 
Itetwccn Tokio noil Yokohnnm. An ex- 
tursion train IVOR the first to go over the 
road, nnd the public wnft invited to take 
the initial ride on a railroad without par- 
ingifarc. The generous invitation wns 
largely accepted, and as the luiHscugcrs 
all entered the cure they thought that us- 
ual ctifjucttc required them to leave their 
shoes on the outside. So when the train 
pulled nut in the confusion the passen- 
gers, intoxicated with the novelty of the 
situation »nd listening to the wonderful 
liclching of 11 locomotive, paid no atten- 
tion Lo tbe long line of shoes Unit were 
left standing in :m imposing row facing 
those who were left in thucozy station at 
the capital. When the tniin arrived at 
Yokohama, about cightecnmilcx dUtunt, 
the simple people emerged from the 
curious little coaches, fully expecting to 
find their shoes u waiting them on the 
outside, und. were filled wltlt unspeak- 
able amazement wlmn the truth came 
homo in them that thoy had been carried 
away • from their shoes.

Asylums for criminals arc thick in 


Japan, and, as much attention is paid to 
the operations of the penal institutions 
of this country as any other. When yon 
stop to consider that, while this country 
is only as large in area OH Montnnn, nnd 
contains nearly 40,000,000 of people, the 
frequency of the prisons, jails and peni- 
tentiaries is not surprising. The people 
are much subject to insanity, and the 
mad-house* nru also looked after with 
the greatest of careful attention. Every 
principal . city or province in tho empire 
lias OEC or more penitentiaries, and the 
unatic asylums arc dotted around with a 
generosity which is not reassuring to for- 
eigners who live in ilroad (,f fanatics, 


.lust opposite the foreign concession in 


the district of Tokio known as Tflnkiii, 
nre lotatcrt the chief penitentiaries of the 
Japanese Government, which are nt till 
times crowded with the convicts, most of 
whom are in for petty offenses. 
The 


Ycdclo River, a picturcaqun stream with 
its pitrti-nolorcd crafti nnd sails of many 
hues, a harbor alike for the sampan, the 
cumbersome junk nnd the trim foreign 
schooners which find prolit. in carrying 
the trnjlc of America, Uunipo and Japan, 
winrls around in and out of tho graceful 
bends dividing the godly missionaries 
from tho heathen house of crime. The 
low, scattering buildings built on a mud 
flat forming n section of the dcltn of this 
remarkable river look worse thnn the 
hovcli W be seen alon» tbe water front 


of the Mississippi in the crowded cities 
iluttin»*itK banks. 


Hut they «re deceiving in their appear- 


ance, fur the sanitary urrungeiiients and 
the conveniences fur the comfort uf the 
prisoners who are lucky enough to liud a 
btiven in this iK'nitenti:try are equal to 
the ticttcrchissof prisons in America, uud 
a great deal better than SOIIK> of those 
supported by the wealthiest States of the 
Union. The Japanese indigent^, not tc 
be called tramps, for the police arrange- 
ments of the country prevent suspicious 
characters from roaming about from town 
lo town, have become- aware of the fact 
that a prison home is better than living 
in a stniw-tlwtchud cabin, and commit 
petty thefts in urder to be:issigned u cell. 
The original methods uf operation of the 
Japanese thief would fill ;m American 
light -lingered gentleman with envy of an 
emerald hue. 


As creatures of the stage we have seen 


thieves cam- cooking stoves out of bouses 
and do all of those impossible things 
which make an audience laugh at ihe ab- 
surdity of the thing, but no ouc in in- 
ventive America ever saw a thief steal 
the shoes off a woman' feet as she was 
out shopping on a sunny afternuou. 
I 


saw a man who hud committed this very 
offense. He took the shoes oft a woman'* 
feet as she wns walking along the street 
and she never discovered her loss until 
she reached home. The woman wore the 
shoes that nil those of the better class iu 
Jupiiu do, wooden uues with suit's about 
tlircr inches thick and varnished with the 
highly polished laquer that Miss Boule- 
vard, of Chicago, has in her jewel casket.

Our lines took iu the town 
of Franklin, our right and left flanks 
resting on Harper's Ferry. In the-

Wo had had no breakfast or din- 
it and wore consequently very hun- 


gry. Col. McKwen's residence was a- 
liue old property situated on a slight 
elevation.
